you don’t have that control in football.” 

Kirk first started with a stainless steel pole 
then fiberglass was introduced when he was in junior 
high school. He used the standard 16-ft. pole. 

“When you put it in the box you lose 8 inches 
v'hich means your effective grip is that much 
lower,” Kirk explained about landing on sawdust. 
Instead of sawdust used earlier, athletes now use 
foam rubber for their landing after a vault. 

How far does a vaulter need to run to reach 
the heights required? Probably between 100 and 
150 ft. Velocity studies show that the last 20 
feet are the crucial point of the vault. Speed is 
most important, and probably the taller vaulter 
is tnore successful, he says. 

At what age should youth start vaulting? When 
they are 12 to 13 years old, he says. 

What are the prerequisites to being a good 
vaulter? Coordination, the ability of a gymnast, 
speed and strength. Kirk says he did weight training, 
running and gymnastic exercises to train. 

How about the chance of injury in the sport? 
The former Sierra Madrean says it is easy to de¬ 
velop injuries to the legs, abdomen and shoulders. 


A former Sierra Madrean has been inducted 
into the Hall of Fame for Athletes at Redlands 
University. 

Samuel R. Kirk, a native who went through 
local schools, recently received the honor from his 
alma mater from which he graduated in 1964. He 
is the son of Samuel and Catherine Kirk of Sierra 
Madre. 

.Although Kirk says he has a fear of heights, 
he has been a pole vaulter much of his life, be¬ 
ginning when he was a 7th grader in Sierra Madre. 
He attended Sierra Madre Elementary School, Mar¬ 
shall .lunior High and Pasadena High School, 
then went on to Redlands. Sam Schwartz, another 
former Sierra Madrean, was his gym teacher and 
track coach. 

In high school, Kirk managed to vault 13 ft. 
and in college he reached 16 ft. 4 in. During his 
first year of teaching out of college he achieved 
17 ft. 1 in. The world record is just under 20 ft. 

Whe he started pole vaulting in Marshall gym 
classes he “took to it naturally,” he told The News. 
“You don’t think about heights as you go — you 
adjust as you get older. I won’t go on the big 
ferris wheels (in carnivals) but being in planes 
doesn’t bother me . . . You have control in vaulting;

‘The Saturday-Night Bath” 


Cats are known for being tidy and clean, 
however, you may need to bathe your cat if 
you notice dirty fur, a strong odor or fleas. 
Ideally, bathing should be introduced while 
your cat is still young — although older cats 
unaccustomed to bathing often tolerate, and 
sometimes enjoy, a monthly bath. 

A sink is a good place to give the bath, 
and a towel or rubber mat on the bottom 
prevents slipping. You will want to protect 
your cat’s ears from water by loosely packing 
cotton in the upper part of the ear. Fill 
the sink with about 3 inches of warm water 
and use a sponge to wet him — lirst his 


Rinse him gently, but thoroughly (a spray 
attachment works well if you have one), and 
follow with a creme rinse if you want to 
reduce tangles in a long-haired cat. Wrap your 
cat in a big towel to dry him or if he per¬ 
mits it, try a warm hair dryer.

Local insurance agents respond to letter to editor

Sierra Madre has a problem. Our prob¬ 
lem is happening right now and there is 
very little time left to correct the sit¬ 
uation. 

The problem is this: Our town is 
shrinking to the point where there is very 
little open land remaining. One part of the 
unique character of Sierra Madre, the 
open foothill spaces, will vanish forever. 

The few remaining parcels of open 
land left in our town are rapidly being 
developed, leaving us but a few, short 
years until Sierra Madre will look like any 
other town in this area ... a town built 
up to the limit without regard to “green 
belt,” open land or a sense of space — 
a town packed street to street, lot to lot 
with structures. 

Take a good look around Sierra Mad¬ 
re. How many open spaces do you see 
anymore? What has replaced the fields, 
wooded areas, special foothill locations of 
our town? Office buildings, homes, apart¬ 
ments and condominiums. 

, There certainly is a need and a place 
for business and housing development, 
but a balance must be brought into force 
between continued development and our 
natural environment. 

Our Planning Commission makes 
many difficult decisions, but they are 
bound by zoning decisions that were made 
throughout the years when Sierra Madre 
had an abundance of land that could be 
utilized without changing the character of 
the town. The situation is different now 
and requires a thorough look at our present 
and future land use. 

The time is now or never to set into 
place a comprehensive plan to see that 
Sierra Madre will retain as much land as 
a natural resource as is possible. 

The citizens, developers and the city 
government have to sit down and deter¬ 
mine how much more land is open for 
development and how much will remain 
in a natural state. Guidelines must then 
be devised to see that the plan is fol¬ 
lowed and to establish practical means to 
ensure that all parties, landowners, de¬ 
velopers and citizens, are treated fairly 
in all development/zoning decisions. 

The people of Sierra Madre face some 
difficult choices now. The question isn't 
“how much land are we willing to sac¬ 
rifice for a new development.” A question 
more appropriate to our current situation 
is, “How much land do we have left . . . 
period.” 

And it’s as simple as this ... if 
the people don’t get involved in the final 
decision-making process, the developers 
will always get what they want. By de¬ 
fault. 

It is time to get involved! 


Two local insurance agents responded at the 
request of the Sierra Madre News to the letter 
to the editor written by Gordon Caldwell in last 
week’s edition of the paper. 

In the letter, Caldwell de.scribed how the rapid 
rise in his payments for liability insurance are 
impacting his plumbing busine.ss. He reported that 
his insurance payments had jumped 135®/o. 

He said, in part, “The insurance companies 
blame low earnings from their investments last 
year, price wars the year belore and large awards 
from juries and judges.” 

One Sierra Madre insurance agent responded, 
“All companies are bringing their rates up to where 
they need them to make a profit. The commercial 
insurance rates are somewhat like the airline tare 
war recently. 

“Everyone in the insurance industry knew it 
was coming. Three years ago, they should have 
started increasing the rates 15®/o a year instead of 
this sudden 50®/o rise. This hurts insurance com¬ 
panies’ reputations. The companies held out as long 
as possible.” 

Another responded as follows: 

“It is true that investment income is low. 
When very secure investments made by the com¬ 
panies are highly profitable, this additional income 
received by the companies is definitely passed on to 
the policy holders in the form of reduced pre¬ 
miums. Interest rates are now lower and therefore 


the supplemental income of the companies is lower. 

“Another reason we’re going through these 
changes or increa.ses in premiums is the fact that 
lately the courts have become much more liberal 
in their attitudes of liability. And there has been a 
significant increase in the number of suits filed 
and amounts awarded. 

“For instance, municipalities are always a tar¬ 
get under the “deep pocket” theory. Municipality 
might be as little as l®/o negligent and yet could 
have their several million dollar liability policy in 
jeopardy. 

“Another example of how these increases and 
certain acts of the legislature can cost the public 
money in other areas would be the fact that many 


trucking corporations and even independent truck 
drivers can be required to carry as much as $5 
million in public liability. 

“It is a true fact that of the 800 to KKX) 
insurance companies writing in Southern California 
today, less than 1% are showing a profit in the 
property and casualty market. And that prolit 
is very close to being no more than 1 ®/o. 


“l.ife insurance companies are making money, 
and they are passing on this increase in income to 
their policy holders in the form of higher dividends 
or cash value and lower premiums. But literally 
nobody is making money writing auto and com¬ 
mercial insurance.”

PCC prepares for 
‘Quake ’85’ 


At exactly 9:03 a.m. on Thursday, Apr. 18, 
a major earthquake registering 8.3 will rock the 
campus of Pasadena City College, killing one per¬ 
son and injuring 34 others. So goes the “Shake 
85” senario, scheduled for the Pasadena Area Com¬ 
munity College District. 

The shake will occur on the South Central 
Andreas Fault, last for 47 seconds and will have 
a significant impact on the physical and social en¬ 
vironment of eight Southern California counties. 
Ihis earthquake will produce a displacement of 
20 feel horizontally and five feet vertically. 

The effects of the earthquake will be iso¬ 
lated to the campus U building. The third floor 
chemistry stockroom will sustain major damage, 
making it necessary to evacuate the building. Elec¬ 
tric, water and telephone services will be disrupted, 
elevators will be inoperable and debris will be scat¬ 
tered in the hallways. 

All major roadways will be closed and trans¬ 
portation routes to and from the college will not 
be available. Local emergency services, such as fire, 
police and ambulance, will be inundated with calls 
to hospitals and other high priority locations and 
will not be able to respond to the campus. 

The test exercise is part of a county-wide 
program, sponsored by the Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors. The earthquake prepared¬ 
ness drill at PCC is one of the largest scheduled, 
and will hopefully increase the public’s awareness 
of the actions which individuals can take in the 
event of a disaster. 

This mock earthquake is in preparation for 
Earthquake Preparedness Week proclaimed for 
Apr. 15 - 20. More information will be published 
in the next edition of the Sierra Madre News.

Last week was a busy 
one for the Sierra Mad¬ 
re Search & Rescue Team 
because of searches on 
both Thursday and Fri¬ 
day on Mt. San Jacin¬ 
to for a missing hiker 
and two separate rescues 
of injured hikers from 
Big Santa Anita Canyon 
on Sunday. 

Lisa Carlson, 24, of 
Waterbury, Vt. was hik¬ 
ing the Pacific Crest 
Trail where it crosses 
through the San Jacinto 
Wilderness area when 
she got caught by the 
heavy snow storm. She 
was scheduled to meet 
a friend in Cabozon on 
Tuesday, but did not 
show. The friend no¬ 
tified the Riverside She¬ 
riff’s department who in 
turn notified the River¬ 
side Mt. Rescue Unit. 
After searching for a 
day, the Sierra Madre 
team was requested to 
assist. With the in¬ 
clement weather, heli¬ 
copters were unable to 
fly, so the search was 
being done on the 
ground by a total of 20 
personnel from the two 
teams. 

On Friday, the weath¬ 
er cleared enough for the 
helicopter to transport 
crews further into the 
search area. On one of 
the return Bights, the 
pilot spotted Lisa near 
Fuller Ridge, east of 
Castle Rocks. She had 
apparently fallen but was 
alive. A crew was trans¬ 
ported to her campsite 
and she was given first 
aid and flown out to 
safety. 

She related that the 
snow became very icy 
and when she backed 


down the ridge, she slip¬ 
ped and injured her 
ankle to the extent she 
couldn’t walk. She 
pitched camp on the hill¬ 
side and waited for help. 
Because she had the pro¬ 
per gear, had given no¬ 
tice of her travel plans 
and stayed put after her 
injury, she was found 
soon and is alive to tell 
her story. 

Sunday afternoon 
found team members 
evacuating Hanna 
Schram, 36, of Arcadia 
from below Sturtevant 
Falls. While exiting a 
boulder field, Hanna 
slipped, breaking her left 
arm and dislocating her 
shoulder. Crews carried 
her out to a waiting am¬ 
bulance, which trans¬ 
ported her to Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital, 
where she was admitted 
to surgery. 

Later that afternoon, 
the team responded to 
the call for help again, 
this time near Hermit 
Falls where a 16-year- 
old had fallen and was 
unconscious. Team 
members found the boy 
sitting up but unable to 
relate what had happen¬ 


ed. He was transported 
by ambulance to Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital for 
treatment. 

Search and Rescue has 
participated in 7 rescues 
and 1 search this month 
of March. Spring is here 
and many more people 
are taking to the trails. 
Be sure and tell some¬ 
one your travel plans and 
the time to plan to re¬ 
turn. Stay to the trails 


and your trip will be an 
enjoyable one.

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Summation of Sierra Madre’s water probiems, iuck

This is the fourth in a series of articles on 
the ramifications and consequences of our par¬ 
ticipation in the San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District. Ed. 

Sierra Madre has never needed to buy water 
to supplement its own source, which comes from 
the San Gabriel mountains behind us. It has 
been called the second best water in the world, 
topped only by some Alpine Village in Switzer¬ 
land. 

This happy state of good fortune is largely 
due to the wisdom of city fathers in the early 
1930s who contracted with the WPA to build our 
19 spreading basins where we place our precious 
water to percolate into the East Raymond Basin, 
where it awaits pumping from our four wells as 
we need it throughout the year. 

All of the water at that time came from 
the Little Santa Anita Canyon which cleaves the 
mountains beside the Mt. Wilson Trail. 

In the late ’60s another far-sighted action was 
taken by the city at the urging of then-coun¬ 
cilman Ed Wagner. We secured the rights to 5000 
additional acre feet ot water which became avail¬ 
able from Big Santa Anita Cnyon, to the east. 

The combination of the two sources has pro¬ 
vided sufficient water to meet our needs ever since 
and leave enough over to sell up to 1500 acre 
feet a year to Arcadia. 

In recent years, our basins have become silted 
over and our precolation rate had seriously eroded. 
This year the City Council, at the urging ot 
Councilman Sam Simpson, adopted a program ol 
desilting the basins at the rate of three per year, 
another wise action needed to preserve our pre¬ 
cious source of water in tutnre years. 

Unfortunately, while we have been blessed with 
so far, ample, high-quality water, we pay an ex- 
horbitant tax rate for water we have never needed 
and couldn’t get if we did need it. We pay this 
tax to the little four-city San Gabriel Valley Mu¬ 
nicipal Water District. 

All the while, an unlimited source ol addition¬ 
al water flows under Grandview and our tax 
rate for the “privilege” ol tapping this source 


could have been only a fraction of what we now 
pay to our independent district. 

The supplier of that water is the giant Met¬ 
ropolitan Water District, which serves over 13 
million Southern California customers. 

MWD was formed in 1928 and, according to 
Charlie Martin, our city attorney. Sierra Madre 
was offered an opportunity to join the original 
13 founding cities. It declined. 

San Marino, which did join, has a water tax 
rate of only .0156, compared to our .1086. San 
Marino, like Sierra Madre, has never had to lake 
supplemental water. It pays, as do we, lor in¬ 
surance” in case it ever does need it. Its “in¬ 
surance,” however, is only l/7th what ours is. 

In the early ’30s, MWD again olfered us the 
opportunity to join in exchange lor allowing it to 
run the Grandview' pipeline to serve other cus-

lomers. We opted, instead, to take $10,000. 

We joined our four-city district in 1957 after 
several severe droughts brought us close to the point 
of needing an additional source of water. By the 
early ’70s, when we became disenchanted with our 
district and sought to withdraw (which proved im¬ 
possible), the price tag for joining MWD had gone 
up to $l '/2 million. One current estimate puts the 
price tag at S3 million. 

Our last article in this series will relate some of 
the recollections and opinions of people who were 
a part of the formation and early years of our four- 
city district, and others who are a part of it now, 
plus a recommendation on what we can or cannot 
do.

Many vauliers develop arthritic conditions in their 
shoulders later. Spained ankles, jammed chins and 
facial injuries from hitting the bar are other pos¬ 
sible injuries. 

If he were advising a 7th grader beginning 
vaulting what would he tell the youth?

“I never really trained until I was in high 
school.
